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THE LITERARY WORLD: 
ITS SAYINGS AND DOINGS, 

As we advance towards the close of the last quarter 
of the year, signs of literary and scientific activity | 
begin to multiply. The press teems with new books 
and new editions of old ones; and, among many note- 
worthy indications that the stream will be deep as 
well as sparkling, we have an unusual amount of 
metaphysical and philosophical works announced. 
The taste of the public is evidently setting that way; 
and, if the first draughts are muddy, and have to be 
thrown away, it is no more than sometimes happens 
to wine, which ultimately turns out both clear and 
precious. Thus we see Comre’s Positivism not only 
taken up by Mr. Lewes, but a translation of it by 
Harriet Martineau. Now whatever be said to 
M. Comte as a philosopher, and to his system as such, 
it is a sure proof that the number of those who desire 
to look below the surface is increasing, when we find 
these two books contending, and each with success, 
for public favour. Of Dr, Brecnen'’s work, The 
Con flict of Ages, we shall not speak here, further than 
to note its appearance. It is said that it is the pro- 
duct of his whole life; and it bears evidence that it 
is the work of a man who sees clearly, if he does not see 
far. Publishedsimultaneously in England and America, 
the copyright will be the author’s in both lands; 
and I observe that the edition sold here is printed in 
America. Mr. Sampson Low is likely to be very ser- 
viceable to the literature of both countries, by acting 
here as the English publisher of American works. It 
is high time to stop the wholesale robbery which has 
for so many years been a disgrace to both lands 
alike, though the burden has chiefly fallen on this. 
The Life of Dr. Judson has been published in America 
by Dr. WAYLAND; but it could not be issued to the 
eager expectants till Messrs. NisBet’s edition, 
printed on this side the Atlantic, was ready, lest some 
unauthorised person should start up in London, and 
take it out of their hands. The consequence has been 
that an edition of 15,000 has been absorbed, and 
another of like amount printed before one copy could 
leave the warehouse. The appearance of Messrs. | 
NisBet's edition has set the American copies free in | 
their own land. 

While on the subject of American books and Ame- 
rican editions, I just notice the statement of the New 
York Herald, as to the consumption of paper in Ame- 
rica; it is said that nearly twice as much is used in 
that country as in England and France together, 
making allowance for the exportation which goes on 
from France. Is not this a good ground for materially 
reducing the paper duty, if it be absolutely necessary 
to retain it as a means of revenue, or for abolishing 
it if the finances of the country will allow such a | 
step? Many more books are printed in America than 
here, and, as for newspapers, where we have one, they 
have ten. 

Literary men have a great advantage in America 
above all that they can expect to obtain for many a 
long year in the old world. There they are the natural

Zhe Little Duke, by the author of 
“The Heir of Redelyffe;” The Youth and Woman- 
hood of Helen Tyrrell, by the author of “ Bampton 
Rectory ;” High and Low, by the Hon. Henry Coke; 
and shortly a novel embracing the chief events in the 
Pontificate of Celestine V., by the author of the 
“Colonel”—these, with Miss Pardoe’s Race for Gold, 
one of the most interesting of her productions, are the 
chief announcements of the season. 

Table-turning and spirit-rapping seems getting 
into high places. The Rev. Mr. Goprrey has en- 
gaged the Hanover-square Rooms, to illustrate this 
marvellous topic for the benefit of the Metropolis. 
The Rev. Mr. Dispry has lectured upon it for the 
benefit of the Young Men’s Church of England 
Society ; and both these rev. gentlemen are perfectly 
satisfied that no theory but that of Satanic agency 
can account for the wonders displayed. In the mean 
time the wonders of practical science are multiplying 
around us day by day; two of the last are from 
America—one the tunnelling machine, by which a 
passage for a railway can be cut through the solid 
rock; and the other a diving apparatus, which bids 
fair to leave nothing more to be desired. From 
Austria we hear of the completion of an invention 
begun and all but finished here, whereby perfect re- 
presentations of leaves, insects, and other compres- 
sible objects may be obtained from the objects them- 
selves. We wait now for the talkotype, which shall 
take down the words of a speaker as they issue from 
his lips, and print them off with punctuation and 
italics! Will any table in Bath suggest the leading 
idea for such an instrument. 

The lecturing system among ourselves wants sys- 
tematising. Sir Ropert PEEL and other dillettanti, are 
amusing and probably instructing large audiences 
here and there; but we want regular courses delivered 
by competent professors, paid by Government for the 
purpose, and free to all who choose to enter.

A question of some importance has just been de- 
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cided i in hie, respecting the right of property in 
literary productions. M. Dipor, et Cie announced a 
wew Biographie Universelle, and appropriated some of 
the articles in the work ‘previously known by the 
title of Biographi: Universelle. M. Micnaup, the 
proprietor of the elder work, brought his action 
against the Dipots, but was unsuccessful in both 
points of his complaint. First, it was asserted to be 
lawful to take the title of any extant series as- 
suming before it the word “new;” and secondly, 
that it was lawful to take any portion of a series, the 
copyright of which had run out by lapse of time, 
even though the whole series, as such, was still copy- 
right. 

Our law of copyright in this country requires a 
little ventilation. Take an example: A. B., fifteen | 
or sixteen years ago, publishes a book ; he receives a | 
small sum _ from the publisher, The book gets 
out of print; the author wishes to republish it; the 
publisher, in whom the property is vested, refuses to 
republish it in any enlarged or amended form, and | 
equally refuses permission to any other person to do 
so. This is a case for which there should be a remedy. | 
With regard to the name, we occasionally hear of 
difficulties even respecting the names of companies ; 
and the Registrar refuses to register a company unless 
there is a sufficiently marked difference between its 
title and the title of any other company, to make the 
confounding of the two impossible. 

Those interested in numismatie science are just | 
now on the gui vive, expecting an announcement of | 
the sale by auction, at Messrs. Sormeny’s, of one of | 
the most remarkable and scientific collections ever 
made in this country—that of Mr. Curr, late of the 
Bank of England. In Anglo-Saxon and rare early 
English coins, this collection is pre-eminently rich. It 
is expected that many : a gap in the national collection 
will be supplied from the stores thus brought forward. 
Meantime, just as it were to whet the appetite, there 
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are a few minor collections to be brought to the | 
hammer. That of Mr. Curisropner Epsonps is | 
one of the most interesting of these; the coins, which | 


are Roman and English, are in splendid condition— 
such only, indeed, are saleable now. Our collectors } 
are beginning to understand that our national coinage 
is in itself a history of national art, and must be 
studied as such; as well as being a kind of docu- | 
mentary history of the kingdom. I observe in the | 
columns of a contemporary, an account of a man | 
ploughing somewhere—the place is not mentioned, nor 

the country—whose horse stumbled, and plunged one } 
of his forefeet into an urn full of coins of the era of 
DiocLeTiIAN and Maximtan. It is not stated what 
metal they were; uor are any particulars of type or 
preservation mentioned. The thing is by no means 

improbable ; the second and third brass coins of those | 
emperors being extremely common, and rarely pre- 
senting any type of interest. It is said that the 
trouwaille weighed more than one hundred weight. 
We are still without any news of what destination is 
reserved for the Fausserr Collection mentioned in 
my last; but we may still hope that it will be re- 
tained on this side of the water. It is rich in many 
relics of peculiar rarity, especially fibule and glass 
drinking-vessels. Of the former there are more than 
twenty of the flat circular ones, a specimen of which 
was found in a grave in Abingdon a few years ago, 
and is now in the British Museum. The whole | 
collection is the finest as yet made in this country. — | 

Of libraries we have good news. That at Maryle- | 
bone is announced as now open at No. 27, Gloucester- 
place. There seems to have been a good deal of not 
very intelligible juggling about this library; the first 
projectors and officers were, it is said, pushed from 
their places by a clique; and who manages it now is | 
more than I can tell. Mr. Carry, of Fulham, the 
active and most intelligent secretary to Aldermen Sir 
Joun Muscrove and Hunter during their oceupa- 
tion of the civic chair, had in the beginning some thing 
to do with it, and his name was a guarantee for fair 
and efficient management. Is he connected with it 
now? Provincial libraries and museums are pros- 
pering. Lord Derny and Lord Srantey have been 
very liberal towards a library at Prescott, and a 
meeting has been held there, at which considerable 
funds were subscribed. Professor Creasy is lecturing 
at Lewes; Professor HEnsLow, at Norwich; and Sir 
E. B, Lytton is presiding somewhere else. 

Speaking of Norwich, I see that we have lost one 
of our oldest writers ; the venerable Mrs. Orre died at 
her residence on the Castle Meadow, in that city, at 
the great age of eighty-four. She survived her dis- 
tinguished husband nearly half a century, and for a 
long time has made no appearance in print. Born in 
Norwich, and educated there by her father, Dr. 
ALDERSON, a distinguished physician, at a time when 
Norwich possessed not a few celebrities, Mrs. Orne 
soon acquired a taste for literature, and before long 
began to distinguish herself in its walks. She was 
remarkable in her earlier years for her personal beauty, ‘ 
and at all times for the fascination of her manners. 
In the year 1784 she married the great Cornish | 
painter, and after his death she devoted herself to a 
literary life. Her principal work, that is, the work 
by which she is best known now, is the J/lustrations of | 
Lying. She produced this book after, by the per- 
suasions of JosEpH JoHN Gurney, she had joined 
herself to the Society of Friends, with which body 
she remained connected during the remainder of her |

BOOKS OF THE SEASON. 


A Sketcher’s Tour round the World. By RoBERT 
Etwes, Esq. With illustrations from original 
drawings by the author. London: Hurst and 
Blackett. 

At the last moment a copy of this superb new 

year’s gift has been laid upon our table; and we 

must not omit a notice of it among the other 
books of the season; although, coming so late, we 

shall be unable to give it so long and careful a 

review as its merits deserve. It appears that Mr. 

Elwes travelled for his own amusement, and, 





having a spirit of adventure, he visited many 
spots not familiar to Europeans. In the course of | 
his rambles, he used his pencil freely, sketching 
the most remarkable objects and the most pictur- 
esque scenery. These sketches have been copied | 
in coloured lithographs, of which twenty-one 
adorn the volume, and, with its splendid binding, | 
give it the character that entitles it to a place 
among the notices of the publications of the sea- | 
son here collected, that those on whom is imposed | 
the duty of bestowing prizes, or making Christmas 
and new year’s presents, may be informed of the 
particular claims to their patronage of the various 
competitors who are here introduced to their 
notice without favour or affection. Mr. Elwes’s 
tour appears to have been somewhat thus:—He 
left England on March 20, 1848, for Madeira ; 
there he spent a short time, and he presents us 
with a picture of some stupendous rocks near 
San Vincente. Thence he proceeded to Brazil, 
landing at Rio Janeiro, which he describes mi- 
nutely, and of whose aspect, as seen from a 
neighbouring height, he gives a clever sketch; 
and certainly it seems to be a delicious spot. 
From Rio Janeiro he made an inland excursion 
to Constantia, travelling through the vast forests 
for days; and these appear to have inspired his 
artist’s pencil to one of its happiest efforts in a 
wild and wonderful scene sketched in the heart of | 
a forest in the Organ Mountains. Returning to | 
Rio, he proceeded thence to Bahia, and, ascend- 
ing the river, made his way to the Falls, meetigg 
with divers amusing adventures, which he relates 
in a singularly pleasant manner, because 
tirely unaffected. His drawing of the Falls of 
Paulo Affonso is extremely effective. Upon the 
bar of the Amazon river he had a narrow escape 
from shipwreck ; but he returned in safety to Rio, 
and relates some stories that make the blood run 
cold of slave-trading and its cruelties. Having 
thus fairly exhausted the sights of Rio, Mr. Elwes 
departed for Monte Video and Buenos Ayres, 
where he paid a visit to the daughter of Rosas, 
the dictator and tyrant. If his sketch of the city 
be correct, it must be magnificent in aspect, seen 
from the shore. His purpose was now to emulate 
Sir Francis Head, and enjoy a gallop across the 
Pampas, which all travellers concur in represent- 
ing as a most exhilarating excursion, and mani- 
festly Mr. Elwes found it to be so; for we can see 
his spirits rising as he relates his adventures 
there, the memory of them even making his 
heart throb again. The object of his ambi- 
tion was of course the Andes; and, having 
gained them, the 8oul of the artist expands, and 
must have expression in pencil—so he presents to 
us by far the most characteristic view of these 
Alps of the New World which we have ever seen 
—for the first time we are enabled to form some 
conception of their height and grouped aspect. 
3y such a magnificent route he reaches Chili, 
and takes rest at Santiago, the capital, of which 
we have an interesting account. Callao and Lima 
are next visited, and the perplexing antiquities of 
Peru of course attract his attention. Of Lima 
he gives us a soft moonlight picture, and tells us 
it is “the dearest place” he ever visited—a dollar 
there does not go further than a shilling in Eng- 
land. He next sought the Sandwich Islands, and 
submits to us a view of Honolulu, sufficiently 
remarkable to deserve the distinction, for it is a 
coast grand beyond anything we could have con- 
ceived, and only equalled by another spot in the 
same group, “Lahaina.” At these islands he 
appears to have enjoyed himself exceedingly, | 
visiting the natives, searching for the picturesque, 
studying the animal and vegetable products, and, 
among other natural curiosities, exploring, and of 
course making a sketch of, the extinct voleanic

region of Haleakala, with its gigantic crater. He 


touches at Tahiti, and describes it; visits a beau- 
tiful lake in the interior; and carries away, for 
the admiration of his countrymen at home, a 
drawing of it. Having satisfied his curiosity at 
the islands, he sailed for Australia, and on the 
voyage he notes a singular fact, that bugs 
swarmed on one side of the cabin, and did not 
cross to the other; while his neighbours were 
covered with them, he and his companions had 
not one. On the Australian coast they were 
wrecked, but no lives were lost, and ultimately 
they reached Hobart Town in safety; and of 
this he gives us a view, as he does also of the 
singular gum forests with which the island 
abounds. From Van Dieman’s Land he went to 
Australia, and of the scenery there he has pre- 
served one scene, the remarkable Gulf of the 
Weatherbord. His course now lay to the east, 
and he touched at Manilla, sketching an extra- 
ordinary Chasm on the Pagsinan River. Hence 
to Hong-Kong, of which also he gives us a picture ; 
thence to Canton, the view of which is already 
familiar; thence to Shanghae, now famous for its 
fowls, and the sketch of which has more novelty. 
He then directed his course homeward, taking a 
picture of Aden by the way, and arrived in 
London on the 20th June, having literally gone 
round the world. It is one of the recommenda- 
tions of this work that the traveller has compressed 
his abundant materials into one volume, instead of 
spreading them over three, as others have done. 


Proverbial Philosophy. By Martin F. Turrer, 
D.C.L., F.R.S., &c. London: Hatchard. 
Tere has been a vast change for the better in 
the character of Christmas Books since the time 
of the Annuals; indicating, we trust, an improved 
taste on the part of the public. Beautiful in 
form, nothing could be more flimsy and worthless 
in substance than the costly volumes which used 
to make their appearance in swarms at this 


| season, which were indolently opened to inspect the 


engravings—closed again without the perusal of a 
page, and then were laid to sleep upon the 
drawing-room table, until they were replaced by 
the next winter’s offspring, to be in turn treated 
with the same indifference. But the evil at last 
wrought its own cure. The public were sated; 
they ceased to buy books that yielded them 
neither pleasure nor profit, and which perished as 
fast as they had started into existence. But 
these have been replaced by productions of 
another class. Christmas books now are for the 
most part books to be read, and re-read, and pre- 
served for future reference and repeated enjoy- 
ment, as well as for being attractive to the eye. 
Intellect and taste are equally addressed; and a 
Book of the Season becomes a valuable present, 
which is accepted with as much satisfaction as it 
is given. 

Among the enterprises of this kind, which dis- 
tinguish the present season, is a superb edition 
of the world-renowned philosophy of Martin 
Tupper, undertaken by Mr. Hatchard with a 
lavish liberality of cost which, we fear, even the 
enormous sale it will command can scarcely repay. 
Imagine, reader, a large volume, in size royal oc- 
tavo, printed on paper of the finest material—al- 
most a drawing paper—and every third or fourth 
page adorned with engravings of exquisite beauty 
from a series of original designs, prepared ex- 
pressly for this work, by artists of eminence-—and 
all bound, not gaudily, but with a sober solidity, 
becoming the character of the contents. Of the 
worth of Mr. Tupper’s Proverbial Philosophy it is 
not wry to discourse now. It has been 
stamped with the unequivocal seal of public 
approbation wherever the English language is 
read. It has become a standard book, which 
every person will desire to have in his library; 
and in the form in which it now appears it will 
be doubly welcome, for it is a work of highest 
art, besides being one of profoundest wisdom. 
Two of the engravings from this gift-book adorn 
our pages to-day. To these we refer the reader, 
as the best proof that we have not praised them 
more warmly than their worth deserves. That 
by J. C. Horsley is a gem, and the engraver has 
done it ample jaatioe (Nos. 11 and 14). 








Feathered Favourites. Twelve coloured Pictures 
of British Birds, from drawings by Joseru 
Wotr. London: Bosworth. 

Worr is the Landseer of birds. He loves them. 
He has studied them in their native haunts ; he 
has learned their characters, their motions, their 
emotions ; he has caught their attitudes and 
expressions; and he is doing for them what Land- 
seer has done for dogs and stags. Who, then, so 
fit to illustrate a new year’s gift book? or rather, 
who so fit to be selected for illustration by others? 
for he is the master—the volume is dedicated to 
his genius; the rest are but accessories, though 
acceptable ones. Here, then, are twelve coloured 
engravings after original designs by this artist. 
The house-sparrow sits near its nest, in the 
attitude of a proud father: and poems by 
Barry Cornwall and Mary Howitt sing of him. 
The wren is just about to enter her nest, worm in 
mouth; and she is celebrated by Graham, Faber, 
and Jennings. The blackeap has not advanced 
so far; she is only building, and we see the nest 
far down among the leaves, her mate weaving it. 
The swallow is lightly skimming the river, and 
the woodpecker is clinging to the trunk of a tree 
near a hole, in which the patient mother is sitting. 
A pair of waterwagtails are catching flies on the 
margin of a brook, so naturally that the paper 
seems to be living, and we almost expect them to 
fly away. Three tomtits are hanging to a bough, 
as we all know how, but as we never saw them 
before in a picture, so little do artists usually 
study nature. A kingfisher is feeding her flut- 
tering young ones, perched upon a reed, and evi- 
dently swaying to and fro with the wind. A 
titlark sings lustily on a bough—the song is in 
her eyes ; a swan sails on a lake like a ghost; an 
eagle stands solemnly still upon a mountain 
crag; and the wild duck broods on her nest amid 
the sedge. What adelicious book—so beautifully 
bound ! Here’s a Christmas gift ! 





Trees, Plants, and Flowers: their Beauties, Uses 
and Influences. By Mrs. R. Lee, formerly 
Mrs. Bowpitcu. London: Grant and Griffith. 

Here is indeed a gift-book that will be a prize- 
book. How beautiful its exterior of delicate 
green, embossed with gold, and gilded edges, ap- 
propriate to the subjects treated of within. Mrs. 
Lee is a naturalist in the highest sense of that 
term. She not only has a scientific knowledge 
of orders, genera, hard names, and habitats, but 
she studies the forms, manners, characters, and 
uses of the animal and vegetable kingdoms, and 
of these she loves to write in books that are most 
charming to read, and that make you as fond of 
natural history as she is. So with botany. She 
is not content with a dry catalogue of difficult 
names. Having resolved to produce a Christmas 
volume about trees and shrubs, and plants and 
flowers, she has discoursed of them pleasantly, 
rather learnedly, and yet very profitably too; for, 
adopting the orders of the vegetable world re- 
cognised by the scientific botanists, she has given 
us a sketch of the most interesting vegetable pro- 
ductions in cach—a sort of biographical memory— 
telling us all about its native country and cli- 
mate, its form, its uses in art or science, its pe- 
culiarities or beauties as an object of inspection, 
the place it occupies in creation, and the purposes 
it fulfils in the Creator’s grand scheme. But 
these attractions are not all that recommend Mrs. 
Lee’s beautiful volume to the special patronage 
of those who are seeking the most acceptable 
presents for their young friends. Besides being 
handsomely printed, the volume is adorned with 
eight large coloured prints of grouped flowers, 
each in itself a picture, and worth framing.

Wuo that looks upon the frontispiece of the pre- 
sent work, and perceives a sedate-looking elderly 
gentleman, seated on a chair of primitive build, 
with one knee cast over the other, and clad in 
Quaker attire from broad brim to shoe-buckle, 
would suspect that he was looking upon a 
Humorist? We recognise in the features the 
man of steady purpose, and of friendly instincts ; 
but it is, perhaps, the fault of the artist that we 
mniss the roguish twinkle of the eye, and the in- 
cipient curl about the corners of the mouth, which 
denote the man who enjoys a good joke, and who 
can make one. ‘This sedate-looking Friend, in 
his young days, was a mischievous bairn; but 
not worse, we suspect, than many of his age. He 
abounded in animal spirits, and it was only na- 
tural that he should seek some outlet for them.

Speaking of this scene forty years later, he 
said, ‘My whole soul was filled with horror, as I 
stood viewing the corpse. Reflecting on that awful 
spectacle, I exclaimed within my self, How long, O 
Lord, how long shall this abominable system of 
slavery be permitted to curse the land! My mind 
was introduced into sympathy with the sufferer. I 
thought of the agony he must have endured before 
he could have resolved upon that desperate deed. He 
knew what he had to expect, from what he had ex- 
perienced in the West Indies before, and he was 
determined not to submit to the same misery and 
By his sufferings he was driven 
to desperation ; and he preferred launching into the 
unknown regions of eternity to an 
slavery.” An inquest was summoned, and, after a 
brief consultation, the coroner brought in the follow- 


ing verdict: “Suicide, oceasioned by the dread of 
slavery, to which the deceased knew himself de- 
voted.” Romaine and his wife were very good-look- 


ing. They gave indications of considerable intelli- 
gence, and had the character of having been very 
faithful servants. His violent death produced a good 
deal of excitement among the people generally, and 
much sympathy was manifested for the wife and 
The master had procured a 
certificate from the mayor of Trenton, authorising 
him to remove his slaves to the West Indies; but the 
jury of inquest, and many others, were of opinion 
that his proceedings were not fully sanctioned by 
law. Accordingly, Friend Hopper, and two other 
members of the Abolition Society, caused him to be 
arrested and brought before a magistrate; not s 
much with the view of punishing him,

THE MIXED RACES,

My surprises, I should tell you, were all 
among the coloured population, though of the African | 
physiognomy (as we know it), with flat nose and | 
thick lips, you hardly see a specimen at St. Thomas. | 
They are mostly of crossed races, and the inhabitants | 
have six general classifications, defining more or less 
of white blood :—the Negro, the Sambo, the Mulatto, 
the Mustis, the Castis, and the Pustis. The Spanish 
occupancy of these islands, and the neighbourhood of 
Mexico, have largely distributed Spanish eyes and 
fine-cut regularity of features; and it is in these two 
particulars that the dark Thomasians mainly vary 
from persons of colour elsewhere. Dut, when you re- 
member what a nucleus of voyages radiating from all 
the nations of the world, this port is—what marked 
natural qualities the “bad boys” usually have who 
turn out sailors because too wild to live at home—the 
almost entire absence of virtue among this coloured 
population, and their preference for the white man, 
though entirely barred from marriage with himn—you 
will easily see how the world will scarce have a type 
of feature or character that is not likely to be im- | 
printed in vigorous relief on this sable ground. The 
variations are startling. A soft blue eye, with long 
black lashes, such as I saw yesterday over a pair of 
tawny lips, curved with the Alhambra’s own model 
of Castilian scorn, looks strangely contradictory; 
and the singular persistence of nature in preserving 
faultless teeth and raven hair to the dark Hebe, what- | 
ever other variation of feature she may have, makes 
them all comparatively beautiful. We think we must 
goto Athens or Napoli to see the straight Grecian 








nose, with its thin nostril, in perfection; but no 
sculptor could better mould one, than from the models 
of tan and orange which he could beckon to him from 
every corner of St. Thomas. ‘The short upper lip of 
high descent, and the delicate small oval of the chin, 
are equally common. And these gifts, priceless to 
princesses, are here held in careless unconsciousness 
by fruit girls, subject to none but municipal laws— 
the Mustis and the Pustis, whose merry eyes never 
saw alphabet, and whose brown ancles never knew 
stocking,

THE MAMMOTH CAVE. 

That the Mammoth Cave is an antiquity of the 
world before the Flood—a city of giants which an 
earthquake swallowed, and which a chance roof of 
rocks has protected from being effaced by the Deluge, 
and by the wear of the elements for subsequent ages 
—is one of the fancies which its strange phenomena 
force upon the mind. All is so architectural. It is 
not a vast underground cavity, raw and dirty, but a 
succession of halls, domes, and corridors, streets, ave- 
nues, and arches—all underground, but all telling of 
the design and proportion of a majestic primeval 
metropolis. It is not a cave, but a city in ruins—a 
city from which sun, moon, and stars, have been 
taken away—whose day of judgment has come and 
passed, and over which a new world has been created 
and grown old. By what admirable laws of un- 


| known architecture those mammoth roofs and ceilings 


are upheld, is every traveller's wondering question. 
In some shape or other, I heard each of my com- 
panions express this. No modern builder could 
throw up such vast vaulted arches, and so unaccount- 
ably sustain them. And all else is in keeping, ‘The 
cornices and columns, aisles and galleries, are gigan- 
tically proportionate; and as mysteriously upheld. 
Streets after streets—miles after miles—seem to have 


| been left only half in ruins ; and here and there is an 
| effect as if the basements and lower stories were in- 


cumbered with fragments and rubbish, leaving you to 
walk on a level with the capitals and floors once high 
above the pavement. It might be described as a 
mammoth Herculaneum, first sepulchred with over- 
toppling mountains, but swept and choked afterwards 
by the waters of the deluge, that found their way to 
its dark streets in their subsiding. What scenery and 
machinery all this will be for the poets of the West, 
by and by. Their Parnassus is “ a house ready 
furnished.”

THE SCENERY OF THE CARIBBEES. 

We have been gliding along for a day or two under 
the shores of these isles of eternal summer, the sea as 
smooth (except here and there where the swell of the 
Atlantic has a chanee between two of them) as the 
Hudson among the Highlands. They are ranges of 
mountains in the sea. You have no idea of their 
outline, because you only know mountains as made 
by the deluge. Nature has another journeyman, 
however—the voleano—and he did the job for the 
Tropics; and very different are the mountains of his 
making. They look, indeed, like Apennines in stacks, 
waiting for an earthquake to distribute them. ‘The 
Catskills and Alleghanies are arranged, and in their 
places. The waves and eddies of the deluge shaped 
their summits gracefully, and proportioned them with 
proper bases and approaches, by slopes and_ plains. 
But here are mountains piled up like clouds, at 
angles, with which the law of gravitation seems to 
have had nothing to do—some lying on their sides, 


} and some bottom upwards; precipices leaning the 


wrong way, and ravines of the most unaccountable 
abruptness; one Alp rolled down upon the beach, and 
half-a-dozen placed toppling on the edge of what 
would elsewhere have been a summit range by itself— 
it really seems as if the rest of the world were made 
by some tamer standard, to accord with more regular 
laws of beauty, gentler tastes, and passions less 
tumultuous.

Watts; and still more in those of the fervidly- 
devout Doddridge.” The reverse, as usual, is 
true. Doddridge’s works, with all their fervour 
and devotion, scarcely pretend to literary merit. 
His principal production, the Rise and Progress of 
Religion in the Soul, shall soon only be remembered 
from the fact that John Foster wrote a noble pre- 
face to it; whereas Watts, in his World to Come, 
and elsewhere, does aspire to eloquence, and with 
considerable success. Three paragraphs farther 
down we meet with this astounding expression, 
“the religious infidelity of David Hume.” Of 
course Mr. Spalding means his infidelity in re- 
ligious matters; but why has he not said so? 
Scarcely less clumsy is the following sentence 
about Benjamin Franklin: “ His literary activity 
belongs (!) chiefly to the period which we are now 
surveying.” 

Next comes a somewhat sententious, but on 
the whole infelicitous and unfair account of 
Samuel Johnson. Although all previous critics 
had said the reverse, Mr. Spalding opines that 
Johnson’s language is unquestionably superior 
to his matter. And yet, in another place, he 


speaks of Boswell’s life as the fairest index of | 


Johnson’s ability,—a life where, be it observed, 
we have the thought without the drapery of 
splendid language. Sometimes, however, he 
admits that his “feelings are so highly wrought, 
as to kindle his sluggish imagination into the 
intensely smouldering heat which it often 
assumes.” But he was never “able to bring to 
ripeness in his mind any coherent system of 
opinions.” Are the Thirty-nine Articles a cohe- 
rent system? If they are, then so was Johnson’s, 
for that was his creed. And if his belief was 
not coherent, whose since has been? If Johnson’s 
creed be vague, what, pray, is that of Thomas 
Carlyle, or Thomas Macaulay? Of course, his 
Dictionary is sneered at, and that noble poem, 
The Vanity of Human Wishes, is chillingly praised. 
We wish, as we have Spalding on Johnson, that 
we could possibly have Johnson on Spalding. 

About Young’s Night Thoughts we have such 
beautifully-balanced contradictions as the follow- 
ing:—“ It is eloquent rather than poetical ;” and 
yet “it deals in a fit spirit with the most sublime 
of all themes” (as if Night could be dealt with 
fitly except in a poetical way); and yet “it has 
less of force of imagination , al Blair's Grave.” 
How can a cool, logical mind like Spalding’s 
thus not only contradict itself, but charge super- 
lative on superlative till the reader is bewildered ? 
Young treats the grandest of all subjects fitly ; 
but Blair comes after, and is grander still! 
Mark, too, the following figure:—“In this poem 
(The Grave) we note the return of Scotland to 
the literary arena, into which she had for a long 
time sent no champions of great prowess.” It is 
quite clear that Mr. S. meant to say that Scotland 
had come herself as a champion into the arena be- 
fore, and, after a long absence, had returned; but, 
instead of saying this, he bungles the metaphor, 
and makes her now a champion and now the sender 
of championsin her stead. Our worthy but unima- 
ginative professor can no more manage an image 
than Lord Lauderdale (according to Sheridan) 
could mouth a joke. Jokes with the one ceased, 
to be laughing matters; with the other, grave 
and high-soaring figures create nothing But 
laughter.

scarcely Edmund Burke, whose style, too, was 
anything but rotund. But he “derived an extra- 
ordinary power of eloquence from that concrete 
and imaginative character which belonged dis- 
tinctively to his manner of thought.” This

As 
well speak of Rothschild’s unwise profusion of 
} guineas. How can any writer have too much 
thought ? Let Mr. Spalding depend on it that 
this is a fault that few of his readers will charge 
on him. Can God be ever too rich in suns ? 
As if, too, ideas, like words, were a matter for 
selection or modification ! Words are wind ; but 
ideas are realities—and of realities there never 
can be too many. 

We surrender Celebs to his critical ven- 
his verdict on Hannah More’s miscellaneous 
works, as of “no great literary merit.” Her book 
on St. Paul at least must be marked as an ex- 
ception. And Milner’s Church History—that part 
of it especially written by Isaac—is not the des- 
picable production he would intimate. Wilber- 
force’s Practical View, again, if not possessing or 
aspiring to “great literary merit,” has seldom 
been surpassed for practical power. How many 
a Felix has it made to tremble ; how many an 
Agrippa to cry out, “Not almost, but altoge- 
ther, thou persuadest me to be a Christian.” 
“ This is true fame.” 

We are next astounded by the following state- 
ment: “The short career of the unhappy Chat- 
terton held out wonderful promise, both of genius, 
and of the employment of it in a proper sphere.” 
What can this mean? Does Mr. Spalding wish 


proper sphere when vending forgeries and telling 
lies? Or even that he was in his proper and 
worthy sphere while imitating black-letter, 
instead of producing original poetry? Or what 
else? We pause for a reply, and, till it comes, 
feel justified in treating this clause as absolute 
nonsense.

never perhaps be cultivated very successfully in 
this cold clime.” Let Mr. Spalding speak for 
himself. One would think from this statement 
that Britain was at the North Pole, and Germany 
under the Line. We venture to contradict him, 


| and to prophesy that by-and-by criticism founded 





on the model of Coleridge, and which, although 
inferior in subtlety and free from paradox, shall 
be equally wide, and warm, and genial, shall 


clime, where snow almost always falls in the dog- 
days, and John Frost usually dances a jig with 
the “leafy” month of June, and icicles hang on 
the beard of August, as the old fellow is cutting 
down the first sheaves of his yellow corn! 
Foster’s style is not “peculiar”! nay, it is 
“easy” !!! We see the old grim Baptist, 
grinning horribly a ghastly smile over this remark, 
and grunting out: “ What a fool this fellow must 
be! Had he called my style Ciceronian, or John- 
sonian, each epithet would have been false, but 
not so ridiculously untrue as this word ‘easy.’ 
If to read it be a joke to him, to write it has 
verily been no joke to me. To call my Essay 
on Popular Ignorance easy! If my style be 
easy, what must Addison’s be! Begone!” (Throws 
the “History” into the corner of his garret, 
which is full of chips and shavings for lighting 
his fire, and resumes the writing of a sentence 


| already three pages long, which seems as far ag 


ever from its termination, and on which he has 
been occupied for two days.) , 
Chalmers is complimented for the “congenial 
keenness with which he perceived truths pre- 
viously undetected”—a most unfortunate asser- 
tion; for Chalmers’s great and acknowledged defect 
is just this, that he has no originality of thought. 
The thinking in his Christian Evidences, in his 
Astronomical Discourses, and in his other well- 
known works, has been proved to be that of 
others, although it has been plunged and sharp- 
ened in the hot hissing waters of his own mind. 
Chalmers did an immense deal to impress the 
discoveries of Newton, the moralities of Butler, 
the method of Bacon, and Paley’s principles of evi- 
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dence, upon the young and the popular mind, but 


has left no discovery or original train of his own. | 


Hence his works are felt already to be doomed to 
oblivion—and their vast circulation at present, 
as in the case of Dr. Cumming’s far inferior pro- 


ductions, is itself a proof and pledge of their |

great prototype, John Knox, although both were 
“reformers of a kingdom,” have left anything 
behind them which the world shall refuse to let 
die. 

Dr. Thomas Brown’s writings are “neither 
vigorous nor very pure in taste.” This is not only 
incorrect, but contemptibly incorrect. Brown is 
often a diffuse writer, it is granted; but his defects 
in taste have never yet been pointed out, nor was 


he ever charged with tastelessness before; and as | 


to-vigour, not only do his lectures swarm with the 


most vigorous and striking descriptions of nature, | 
of passion, of mental and moral phenomena, but | 


his Essay on Cause and Effect, whatever may be 


thought of its theory, is as admirable a piece | 
of philosophic composition as is extant; nor will | 


the dictum of a second-rate professor, in a third- 
rate university, avail to shake its colossal fame. 
His “lectures carry on the reader easily.” A 
curious notion of ease Mr. Spalding must have. 
Foster and Brown easy writers! Brown’s lec- 
tures, we assure our readers, are not such namby- 
pamby affairs as this would lead them to suppose. 
You cannot read them as you do Dickens. More 
than even Foster does he compel you to think: 


his style has a linked concatenation in it; and if | 
you drop the smallest link you entirely lose him. | 


That great popularity which Spalding sneeringly 
charges against his writings has been produced 


not by the ease of reading him, still less by his | 


matchless subtlety, but by his thick and graceful 
quotations from the poets—by his uniform good 
taste—by the quantity of information he gives, 
and by the brilliant eloquence which glows out in 
every page, particularly toward the end of his 
course. We can say for ourselves, at least, that 
we never undertook a more profitable course of 
reading, both for instruction and delight, than 
when, some years ago, we employed regularly 
one breakfast hour each day, over Brown’s own 


beloved beverage, in a renewed perusal of his 


lectures. Through what a mighty world of 
thought and fact and feeling, of terror and won- 
der and beauty, he conducted us—a winged guide 
—and how solemnly pleasing to think at the end 
that all this broad, deep, beautiful, and majestic 
world was included in the one subject of the 
human mind! But Spalding greatly prefers the 
old, crotchety, cold-blooded, infidel speculator, 
who laid down laws for man as if he were a sub- 
limated ape or ass, Jeremy Bentham, to the mild, 
subtle, reverent, and imaginative Thomas Brown. 

We come now to the last chapter, and shall try 
to be as brief as possible in our handling of its 
numerous platitudes and mistakes. 

Bayley of Festus is classed with Horne, and, 
proh pudor! with the play-wright Sheridan 
Knowles; and we are told that his “ fate with pos- 
terity is still doubtful”!! Browning’s “ strength 
of thought struggles through the obscurity of his 
poems ”—this, indeed, is true, and suggests to us 
the image of the wing of an eagle, half-seen, and 
strongly vibrating, amid an ocean of morning 


mist. Tennyson is the “only very brilliant poet | 


ofour era.” He surely means the only very popular 
poet—till Alexander Smith arose; the assertion, 
as it is, is just an impertinence and an un- 
truth. Thackeray has no “interest in his inci- 
dents,” and Dickens is always “interesting.” 
This verdict should simply be inverted, and it 
will then be believed. ‘Thackeray never fails to 
be interesting; Dickens abounds in wearisome 
wire-spun twaddle. De Quincey’s noble papers 
are praised, but pronounced at the same time 
“‘petty;” and not a word is said on the preten- 
sions he has to the character of the purest, the 
most logical, the most lyrical, the most literally 
correct, and the most ideally lofty prose-writer 
of the age. But he has no time apparently to 
spare for De Quincey, inasmuch as he is hurrying 


to prostrate himself, “with awful reverence prone,” | 


before the throne of Macaulay. To enumerate 
all the blunders in this Macaulay-morgeau, were 
to undertake a long and dreary task. After some 
general remarks, which appear to mean nothing, 
he commences a comparison of Macaulay to 
Gibbon—an undertaking not of the most hopeful 
kind—and which he thus mismanages, according 
to his wont: “One feels a temptation to liken 
this powerful writer to Gibbon, for the exotic 
aspect of his diction, and still more for the

This is true of Gibbon, whose style is in- | 


tensely foreign, alike in construction, idioms, 
and language; but, as applied to Macaulay, it is 
Macaulay, with all his faults, is 
His idiom, language, pre- 
| judices, antitheses, “rotundity,” to use our 
author’s expression, are all of native growth. 
Not a German, not a French, not a Latin con- 
struction is to be found in all his writings. Mr. 
| Spalding might as soon repair to Magus Muir, 
and bring back an oak, or fir, or broom bush as a 
specimen of a new and elegant exotic, as rank 
Macaulay with Gibbon or Hume; and to compare 
his light, hurrying side-glances of thought with 
the deep and delicate reflections and the tremen- 
| dous satirical swh-voces and asides of the author of 
the Decline and Fall, is to show still less critical 
discrimination. ‘“ But the epigrammatic terse- 
| ness of his style is as much above the cumbrous- 
ness of the elder historian, as his leading doctrines 
are sounder, more philosophical, and more con- 
ducive to the good of mankind.” ‘This alludes, 
we suppose, to Gibbon’s religious views. These 
were as cold and false as possible ; but would 
Mr. Spalding please to inform us—quite in con- 
fidence—what Macaulay’s “leading doctrines 
are ?” We have read all his works once, and 
most of them twenty times through, and, up to 
this good hour, we are unable to tell whether he 
be a Christian or an Infidel, a Unitarian or a 
Quaker; we know only negatively that he is 
| neither an Atheist, a Puritan, nor a Papist. He 
| has, it seems, not only none of “ Burke’s unwise 
| profusion of ideas,” but much “greater skill of 
deliberate art” than the author of the LReflec- 
| tions on the French Revolution. If this mean that 
his writings are more painfully elaborated, and 
more thoroughly weeded from small faults than 
Burke’s, it is true, and nothing to the purpose. 
| If it mean that they equal them in genius, or in 
| insight, or in the higher, ‘rarer, graces of art, or 
| in naturalness and variety of style, Mr. Macau- 
| lay himself would be among the first to grant 
| that it was not true. (We refer our readers to 
| three papers we wrote on Macaulay in the Critic 
| for August 1851, where they will find the eom- 
| parison between Burke and him prosecuted at 
|Jength.) Yet, after all his praise of Macaulay, 
he places immediately below him, as a historian, 
such a comparatively small man as Archibald 
Alison—a writer who, after the tuggings and 
strainings of a dozen years, has only been able to 
reach Macaulay’s faults of mannerism, gossip, 
glare, and “ unwise profusion” of set deseriptions, 
and never his brilliant point, nervous energy, or 
seductive fascination. 

We have seen scores of descriptions of Thomas 
Carlyle and his style of history ; but we are in- 
clined to rank Mr. Spalding’s as, on the whole, 
the worst we ever read. “From among the re- 
viewers of the day Thomas Carlyle stept out 
long ago into his own secluded walk, there to 
meditate in an independence which for a time 
was solitary, but with an irregular originality 
of reflection, and an equally irregular power of 
representation, which soon(? ?) made his words 
be widely listened to, and must secure them 
against being speedily forgotten.” And so on he 
| drivels, warning young students that they must 
| not expect to comprehend this remarkable mind, 
|

since it has never been comprehended either by 
his vehement friends nor alarmed foes ; and 
somewhat mysteriously intimating that his lan- 
guage and thoughts are compounded partly of 
German elements, partly of English, and prin- 
cipally of elements which “no name would fit 
except that of the author.” 

Ere closing, he leaps across the Atlantic, and 
proceeds to eulogise all America’s popular writers, 
and to ignore or damn with faint praise its 
real originals. W. Irving, Perceval, Pierpoint, 
Sprague, Halleck, &c., receive fully more than 
their just meed ; while Poe’s “ Raven” is never 
mentioned. Brockden Brown’s romances are 
called “fragments ;” a term which does not fit 
the best of their number, such as Edgar Huntly; 
and not a word is said of Alston or Lowell. The 
| only American review he seems acquainted with 
|is the poor old stupid North American, “Old 
| Granny,” as it is usually called across the water. 
| But we are tired of the task, although we have 
, not nearly exhausted our materials. We have 
| said enough, however, to convince the discern-: 


ing that Mr. Spalding, although a learned and 
accomplished man, is a very indifferent critic— 
| particularly of poetry and all kinds of imagi- 


seeming only to relate events, or to portray | 


| native literature. He wants the native faculty; 
and it is not more certain “ Poeta nascitur haud 
| fit,” than it is ‘* Criticus nascitur haud fit.” The 
critic, as well as the poet, must have his yoca- 
| tion taught him from behind and above—must,

Curiosities of London Life; or, Phases Physiolo- 
gical and Social, of the Great Metropolis. By 
CuHaRLes Mansy Smirg. London: William 
and Frederick G. Cash. 

WE would have noticed this work sooner; but it 
happens to be a reprint of articles that have 
already made their bow before the public in 
magazine articles. We had occasion to speak 
favourably of the author’s previous work, Jie 
Working Man’s Way in the World. The present 
collection suggests comparisons with a popular 
work treating of kindred subjects—Sketches by 
Boz. Some of these curiosities are remarkable 
enough; but some of them look uncommonly like 
the contents of certain heterodox museums, which 
contain nailsfrom the wheels of Pharoah’s chariots, 
fished from the bottom of the Red Sea; fragments 
of Lot’s wife, in corked bottles; a toe-nail of Poti- 
phar’s wife found in a mummy-case; the tile that 
killed Pyrrhus ; and the vessel which contained 
the fluid contents, which Xantippe discharged at 
the head of her philosophic spouse. At all events, 
we have shown some of the parties their like- 
nesses, as taken here—and they have denied their 
truthfulness. 

Some of the sketches are, however, capital ; 
there is a quiet perception of humour in the 
author ; but his style is very unequal—sometimes 
careless. 

But our country cousins, who choose to repose 
full faith in the author, will find much entertain- 
ment in reading of the various ways of turning 
an honest penny in the great Metropolis, and of 
the “artful dodges,” made to earn a dishonest 
one. Mr. Smith leads off with the “ music 
grinders,” the gentlemen in fustian and corduroy, 
who often make us disposed to utter naughty 
words, when they will insist upon giving us the 
“‘ Marsellaise” in manner spoken of by small boys 
on the stairs of the sixpenny gallery—that is, “with 
the chill off.” After the uncharitable “ grinders” 
come the “ strugglers”—the people who keep soul 
and body together, but who cannot keep the wind 
and weather out, by vending duckweed, hunt- 
ing for mushrooms, and writing labels. The 
“sweepers” follow the “strugglers ;’ and then 
comes the man who peddles in umbrellas, and 
the man who fiddles, and the man who sticks 
bills, and who has the hardihood to look the inti- 
mation “ Bill-stickers beware !” full in the face, 
and pursue his avocations unabashed in its 
immediate proximity. Then follow men—or 
sketches of men, good, bad, and indifferent. We 
like the chapter entitled “The ‘Rig’ sale,” 
having in our verdant years attended such a sale, 
and made a shocking bad bargain. We have 
said that some, to whom we have shown their 
vera effigies in this book, have denied the accu- 
racy, which for some obvious reasons is natural 
enough; but we know enough of the curiosities 
of London, to believe that these sketches are in 
general correct; and consequently recommend 
them to the perusal of those, who wish to know 
how many of the very poor contrive to exist in 
the richest city of the universe.

But, though the politician was really very open and

“ Fellow-citizens: Iam no speech-maker, but what I 
say I'll do. I've lived among you twenty years, and 
if ’'ve shown myself a clever fellow, you know it, 
without a speech: if I’m not a clever fellow, you

ART AND ARTISTS. 

TALK OF THE STUDIOS. 
NEGOTIATIONS have been pending for the establish- 
ment of a School of Design at Great Yarmouth. 
The Scottish Academy has purchased from Mr. Etty’s 
executors his copies of “ Venus,” by Titian, and “ St. 
John Preaching,” by Veronese, for the students’ 
class. A National Gallery of Art for Ireland is 
one of the cries being raised in the sister island. 

It has been stated by the Solicitor-General, in the 
Vice-Chancellor’s Court, that agreeably to the recent 
stion of Vice-Chancellor Kindersley an attempt 
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had been made to find a suitable place of deposit for 
the Turner pictures pending a legal decision on the 
will—without success. Places that were fire-proof 
were not free from damp; and places free from damp 
were not fire-proof——A society has been formed 
under the title of the Kensington Conversazione for 
Art purposes. It consists of a number of artists and 
lovers of art, chiefly resident in and about Ken- 
sington, with Archdeacon Sinclair as President. 

Hiram Powers, the American sculptor, has been 
appointed commercial agent of the United States at 
Florence.——Bayard Taylor, of the New York Tribune, 
has received an appointment as one of the corps of 
artists sent out with the Japan expedition.——Messrs. 
Wolff, of Paris, have placed before the French Insti- 
tute some specimens of photography on linen, oil- 
cloth, chintz, &c. Such pictures can be cleaned by 
wiping, and even washed, and specimens can be for- 
warded by post. On Wednesday week the bronze 
statue of Marshal Ney, by M. Rude, was uncovered, 
on its pedestal in the avenue of the Observatoire, near 
the Palace of the Luxembourg, in Paris, at the spot 
where the Marshal was shot on the 7th of December 
1815. All the military dignitaries of France were 
present at the inauguration of this monument to the 
gallant soldier. 











MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


Or the musical events of the last fortnight, the open- 
ing of St. Martin’s Hall in its full dimensions is the 
most important. It proves it to be admirably adapted, 
as to size and form, for orchestral and choral perform- 
ances. It is free from echoes, which often interfere 
materially with musical effects, and in point of ven- 
tilation and facilities of access, it is perhaps superior 
to any other room in the metropolis. It is a tangible 
memorial of the progress of musical art in England 
during the last ten years—the funds for its erection 
having been raised by the friends and pupils of Mr. 
Hullah, whose name will for ever remain connected 
with the solid and efficient method of musical educa- 
tion now become almost general throughout the 
country. Architecturally speaking, the hall presents 
many meritorious features, though the style chosen is 
a somewhat mongrel one. But there is an honesty of 
treatment throughout, which is sufficient to redeem 
almost any ungracefulness of detail. 

On the occasion of the opening, a miscellaneous 
concert was given, the choral executants being of 
course Mr. Hullah’s pupils, who are now arrived at a 
high degree of proficiency. The choruses of the second 
act of Gluck’s Orfeo were capitally executed, Ma- 
dame Viardot Garcia singing the part of Orpheus. 
A special feature of the evening was this unrivalled 
songstress’s rendering of an air from Handel’s Ora- 
torio of Susanna. A Te Deum of Haydn’s little known 
was among the novelties ; but most of the other pieces 
_ familiar to the frequenters of St. Martin’s 


At Exeter Hall, the Sacred Harmonic Society has 
performed The Messiah, with important restorations 
of certain of the airs to the voices for which they 
were intended by Handel, whose original score has 
long been lost sight of. This score is in the posses- 
sion of the Foundling Hospital, to which it was pre- 
sented by the composer; and upon its authority the 
present alteration of the received distribution of the 

arts has been made. The effect unquestionably 
fastified the step; and this was particularly manifest 
in the air “ But who shall abide,” hitherto allotted 
to a bass voice, but now restored to the contralto.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC CHIT-CHAT. 


THE Kent papers report that Mr. Henry Betty has 
been drawing crowded houses at the Woolwich 
Theatre. Last week he appeared in King Lear. 
Grisi and Mario have obtained an extension of time 
for their American Engagement ; instead of crossing 
the Atlantic now, they are to arrive in New York 
next September.——Mr. M. W. Balfe’s opera, entitled 
Keolanthe ; or, the Vision of a Dream, was performed 
for the first time, on the 3rd, at Vienna. Upon the 
whole it was well received, though not very enthu- 
siastically——The northern correspondent of the 
Morning Chronicle mentions that Hamlet, in a 
Swedish translation, was the other day performed, 
for the first time, in Stockholm.——Mr. Albert 
Smith’s “Mont Blanc” has been reopened, in a 
much altered form. Among other papers lately 
read before the Oxford Architectural Society was one 
by the Rev. E. Miller, of New College, on ‘‘ The Con- 
nexion of Church Architecture and Church Music.” 
A “ District choral festival of the Choir Benevolent 
Fund” was held on an early day in this month at 
the New College Chapel. On this occasion full 
cathedral service was chanted by a choir of eighty 
voices “from the united choirs of Oxford, Windsor, 
London, Exeter, and Lincoln,” under the direction of 
Dr. S. Elvey—after which a copious selection of 
anthems was performed, the ceremony occupying four 
hours. 

M. Alexandre Dumas’ new piece, La Jeunesse de 
Louis XV., written to replace La Jeunesse de Louis 
XTV., has been also forbidden by the Censure.—-Mme. 
Frezzolini has made her début at the Italian Theatre 
at Paris, and has been well received.——Madlle. Wag- 
ner has been singing at Berlin in the Huguenots. 
A young Polish cantatrice, named Vestvali, remark- 
able for her fine voice and beautiful person, is singing 
at Milan.——A grand musical festival is to be held 
at Rotterdam in July 1854, to celebrate the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the Society for the Advancement 
of Music in the Netherlands. A building capable of 
holding 5000 people is to be erected for the occasion. 
——Malle. de Petrowitch, granddaughter of Prince 
Alexander Petrowitch, formerly Hospodar of Wal- 
lachia, is to make her début at the Paris Italian Opera, 
as Romeo, on Tuesday next. Mdlle. Albini, a pro- 
tégée of the Empress, is to make her appearance on 
the same evening as Giulietta.——The pupils of the 
Musical School at Leipzic performed Mendelssohn’s 
oratorio, Saint Paul, a few days ago, with a good deal 
of pomp, to celebrate the anniversary of his birth- 
day. In the same city two operas, formerly very 
popular, have been revived — one, Cherubini’s Tio 
Days; the other, Von Dittendorff's Physician and 
Apothecary.——The present dearth of operatic com- 
positions is, it is said, about to be relieved by a new 
work from the pen of Signor Biletta, entitled 77 Cas- 
tello di Kelso, which is to be performed at the opera of 
Parma during the ensuing carnival. Signor Biletta 
is, we understand, the favourite pupil of Signor 
Rossini, and has already produced an operetta, which 
was performed at the Haymarket Theatre in the 
spring of last year, under the title of White Magic. 
——tThe Circus at Berlin has been completely de-

For the first volumes of the | 
work, they made no scruple in borrowing a number of | 
biographies from the famous Biographie Universelle of 

the Messrs. Michaud, such articles having, they 

thought, become public property, owing to the length 

of time which had elapsed since the death of their 

authors. Messrs. Michaud objected both to the title 

of the new biography, which they said was a | 
plagiarism of theirs, and to the taking of the articles | 
from it, which they said were still their property, as, | 
though the authors were dead, they formed part of a 
collective work which they had revised and paid for. | 
The question as to the title was at once decided 
against Messrs. Michaud—the courts holding that 
they could not monopolise the words “ Universal 
Biography ;” but that respecting the proprietorship 
of the articles drew forth contradictory decisions— 
one to the effect that they were right ; the other, that 
they were wrong. A third court has settled the 
matter by laying down that the right of possession 
of articles by deceased authors ceases after the number 
of years from their death fixed by law, though form- 
ing part of a work in which copyright still remains. 








STATISTICS OF LITERATURE. 


New Books.—After careful calculation we find 
the issues of new publications and new editions are 
now averaging together, 4380 volumes per annum, 
which, after making full allowance for the improve- 
ments in our system of registration, shows an annual 
issue of nearly one-fourth over that of ten years back. 
This conclusion is drawn from a pretty safe average,
